CHAMBERLAIN BILL NOW

Measure Would Give President Army
of Nearly 500,000 if Needed

in Mexico.

By passing the Chamberlain bill In its
present form Congress would authorize
the President not only to use the Natlonal
Guard In dealing with the Mexican situs-
tion. but to increase the strength of the
National Guard to 240,000. This Is In ad-
dition to the authority which is given the
President by the Chamberiain bill to
]raim_- the regular army to & war strength
of 248,000, The two forces would give the
President an army of almost [00,000,
which it is estimated by the military
authorities would be needed to pacify
Mexico,

Section 8 of the Chamberiain bill con-
fers a wide authority upon the President
for maintaining a force of volunteer sol-
dlers. T'nder it he could accept the en-
tire National Guard of New York or any
other State as a volunteer force and or-
der It immediately to the Mexican bor-
der,

All question of doubt as to whether
the President will be authorized to send
them into Mexico would then be removed.
The National Guard forces under this bill
would then be on the same status of the
regular army.

The greatest advantage In the imme-
diate passage of the Chamberlain bill in
its present form would be that it would
give the President an opportunity to pre-
pare for any developments in the Mexi-

can sltuation. He could do this with-
out making any formal declaration of
war. A force of b00,000 troops could be

mobillzed while the regular army is con-
ducting the punitive expedition already
ordered,

If, instead of passing the i,_'hnmtmrlain
bill no mction {8 taken by Congress, it
will be necessary for the President to
send a message to Congress asking for
authority to call for volunteers and be-
fore they can be sent into Mexico a for-
mal declaration of war probably would
be required. This would consume six
or seven months, as the National Guard
must be converted into volunteera and
reorganized before it can be used In for-
elgn service.
